Shall We Increase Postage Rates? 


For some years past our Post Office Department has operated 
with a huge deficit. For some time past there has been before Con- 
gress a bill for the increase in postal rates. Commissions have studied 
the problem and made recommendations and today the bill is still 
bis gist ss before Congress with Congress unwilling 

to go ahead and shoot the works. It should 
be known that the Postal Service of the 
United States is perhaps the largest single 
business firm in the world. It employs 
more men than any other company in 
the United States. It operates all over the 
United States and in many foreign lands. 
It is first of all or should be first of all 
a servant of the people of the United 
States. It would be nice if it could operate 
without a deficit and much nicer still if 
it could plan to reduce rates rather than 
to increase them for our low postal rates 
have gone a long ways toward making 
America what it is today, a country with 
a higher rate of education and knowledge 
than any other country in the world. We 
therefore can not kill this situation and 
retreat backwards, but certainly any 
drastic increase in postal rates will go a 
long way toward doing just this. No, the 
ee increase in the price of a postal card from 

GEO, W. LINN le to 2c is nothing that the average in- 
dividual should worry about for the average individual perhaps 
does not write 25 or 50 postal cards in a year, but how about busi- 
ness firms that send them out by the thousands every day. This 
doubling of the rates means a lot to such firms and would curtail 
use of the cards and a. stifling of business. This applies likewise to 
any other rate increase that might be made. The average John Q. 
Public might surmise that it makes no difference to him if second 
class rates were doubled, but John does not stop to think that if 
this were done publishers would have to raise their subscription price 
by a considerable amount and that perhaps then John would not 
feel that he could afford his usual magazines and he would stop 
some of them. Then the publisher loses circulation, his advertising 
revenues drop off, the publication in question has to curtail some of 
its activities and perhaps reduce the quality of the paper. That 

‘means leaving out a lot of those pretty colored advertising pages 
= beautifully illustrated stories, and how would that appeal to 
ohn? 

Trouble is that the Post Office Department of the United States 
has been used as a political football to absorb millions of dollars 
of expense that come from thousands of different places outside of 
the Post Office Department. 

If we could eliminate from what is charged as expense to the 
Department everything that should not be so charged I believe we 
could eliminate the annual deficit. 

Let’s just examine a few things. There is the subsidy for the 
Airmail which runs to a tremendous amount. We are told that we 
must support the Airplane business so as to keep them alive so 
they can make proper planes for national defense. Why not charge 
this up to the Army, Navy etc.. or to a Department of National De- 
fense. Then there is the subsidy to the shipping industry. This runs 
into many millions of dollars. We need it of course and will need 
is still more if what we read in the papers about American shipping 
at the present time is true. But why charge that to the Post Office 
Department? Let’s charge it somewhere else, it certainly should not 
be charged to the Department. 





Then how about the subsidies to each Congressman and to each 
Government Department and Bureau scattered all over the country? 
The many millions of dollars worth of free mail that come from these 
sources would go a long way in eliminating the deficit. Certainly 
it is not the business of the Department to give all this service free. 


In the end it would make no difference where the cost of all 
this free service were charged so long as it was not chalked up 
against the Post Office Department to make the Department look 
like it was badly managed and operating at a deficit. 


It is just a case of being honest about the matter and charging 
these things where they belong and not charging them to the Post 
Office and making it bear the burden and then claiming that it is 
operating at a heavy deficit and that it should have higher rates to get 
out of the hole, 


Already the threat of increased postal rates on magazines has 
caused big publishers like the publishers of the Saturday Evening 
Post and other such magazines to experiment with a new method 
of delivery. In Reading, Pa. at present, these publishers ship their 
magazines in by Freight and deliver from door to door by auto- 
mobile. They claim that costs are no greater that by Government 
mail. This should be ample evidence that Government mail rates 
are high enough. If the Post Office loses all business of that nature 
it is going to lose a tremendous amount and this will lead to loss 
of much other business that normally comes through the same 
channels, 


Only this morning we note that Postmaster Donaldson has is- 
sued an order that limits mail delivery by carrier to once a day in 
residential sections in the cities. That eventually should result in a 
lot of unemployment and today we have more unemployment than 
we need. Other cut backs in service are also announced. 


This act on the part of Mr. Donaldson is simply fighting back 
at Congress and we can expect rotten postal service for some time 
to come. Even in the past few months we have many complaints 
such as taking two to three weeks for a parcel to travel from Sidney 
to Chicago and be delivered. This is outrageous and if the Post Of- 
fice Department is to be saved from utter disaster we need some 
action that will put it on its feet and give it an honest chance to 
function in a proper manner. We give Billions to Europe and to the 
Potato Farmers and others but can not run the one department of the 
Government that is of the greatest importance to the Public. If 
God in his wisdom would ever bless America with a man big enough 
to run things right it would make this country the Utopia that some 
dream about.

The 25-year-old nurse was a 
graduate of the Lutheran Memor- 
lal Hospital, Class of 1895, and 
was the only American to perish 
during the experiments to deter- 
mine the cause of yellow fever 
conducted by the U. S. Army in 
Cuba, 1901. Her death, Aug. 24, 
1901, proved the theory of Dr. 
Carlos Finlay of that country that 
the dread fever was carried by

A Bill, HR 2609, was introduced 
in the U. S. House of Representa- 
tives on Feb. 10, 1949 by Congress- 
man Hugh J. Addonizio, 11th Dist. 
N. J., requesting the commemora- 
tive stamp. . 

Word has just arrived from Dr. 
Ernest Bello of the Ministry of 
Health and Public Welfare of 
Cuba that the Minister of Com- 
munications, Dr. Sergio I. Clark, 
has approved the stamp for that 
country and that the Cuban For- 
eign Office (State Department) 
will now approach U. S. govern- 
ment officials with the view of is- 
suing identical commemoratives 
in both countries—except for the 
difference in language. 

The proposed stamp shows a 
profile picture of the famous 
nurse drawn from her last photo- 
graph taken in Havana shortly 
before her death. On one side is 
the hospital which sent her on her 
career of mercy and on the other 
the hospital where she gave her 
life as a contribution to science 
and humanity.

The Kentucky 
States Association of Registered 
Nurses, the New York State Asso- 
ciation, the New Jersey State As- 
sociation and several other state 
nurses organizations have already

On the day this is written April 
19, I have already seen two cov- 
ers on which have been used the 
Freedom stamp which was not to 
have been released until April 20 
aps then only at Washington, D. 


One cover was sent by Eugene 
D. Keeney of East Bank, W. Va. 
having a Montgomery, W. Va. can- 
cellation. The other was sent by 
Ben Myerson, Chicago, Ill. with 
a Poplar Bluffs, Mo. cancellation. 

For nearly every issue of stamps 
there is to be found these pre-first 
| day covers where postmasters in- 
adverently let some of them slip 
through in spite of instructions 
from the Post Office Department. 

Some of the so-called intelli- 
gentsia of the cover. collecting 
fraternity look down their respec- 
tive noses at such items, but I 
consider them rather unique cov- 
ers to have. They aren’t the 
run of the mine first day pieces 
which everyone has, and the fact 
that these slips do not occur too 
often make them interesting. 

I can hardly compliment the 
Department on the choice of blue 
which was used for the stamp. 

Here is another worthy design 


which is ruined by an_ insipid 
washed out color. Instead of hit- 
ting the eye and holding it 


through the medium of a good 
sharp color, this stamp has the 
same appeal as a white sheet in a 
blinding snow storm. 

And still the Post Office De- 
partment ‘wont accept the advice 
or the help of competent artists! 
How long will they continue to 
guard with jealously and a “dog 
in the manger” attitude their poor 
conceptions of stamp art?

According to Jack R. Detwiler 
of Tucson, Arizona there are two 
postmasters cachets available one 
from Hammer, South Dakota, the 
other from Rugby, North Dakota. 
In case you don’t understand 
the term, postmaster’s cachets are 
rubber stamp cachets which are 
applied to the mail of those per- 
sons requesting it by the post- 
master at the office designated. 
Many times the cachets. are 
rather clever and emphasize some 
local geographical or historical 
feature. 
To get them, collectors must 
prepare their envelopes with their 
names and addresses,and include 
a stuffer. It is usually the prac- 
tice to buy the stamps to go on 
the letter from the postmaster 
whose cachet you are requesting, 
and for the payment you can send 
well wrapped cash or a postal 
note. 
Covers and payment are to be 
sent to the postmaster who has 
the cachet you want with a re- 
quest that he apply it to your 
covers.

This year of 1950 marks the 
175th anniversary of the birth of 
“Johnny Appleseed.” 
Considering the characters and 
institutions which have _ been 
honored with our commemora- 
tive stamps in the past few years, 
the United States could do worse 
than issue a commemorative 
stamp for legendary “Johnny.” 
If for no other reason than he 
devoted himself whole-heartedly 
to the service of others without 
though of thanks or renumera- 
tion. That’s sort of a scarce vir- 
tue in any nation at any time. 
Such a recognition would be 


one of the sincerest tributes our 
Post Office Department’ could 
make to a well deserving subject. 

Born in 1775 in New England, 
John Chapman, later to become 
known as Johnny Appleseed, was 
the gon of prosperous farm folk. 

is supposed to have spent 
some time at Harvard for an edu- 
cation. 

In seeking his childhood sweet- 
heart who had moved west to the 
Ohio country with her parents, 
Chapman had to travel through 
the rugged and wild country of 
what is now New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio. 

He found her in Cincinnati, 
Ohio but before they could be 
married the sweetheart died. 

He returned up the Ohio River 
to Pittsburgh where he lived for 
nearly a dozen years in a cabin 
which he built on Grant’s Hill. 

It was near the end of the above 
period of time that he got the 
urge to help his fellow man. His 
love of nature which he had got- 
ten through his travels in the 
wilderness and his further con- 
stant association with it did much 
to influence his later life. 

He believed that the settlers 
way off the beaten track needed 
not only body food but spiritual 
as well. To this end he placed a 
Bible in his pocket, and filled his 
saddlebags with appleseeds from 
the cider mills of western Penn- 
sylvania. Thus equipped he made 
many journeys into the lands be- 
yond the Ohio River. 

Working on the theory that the 
settlers needed more than the fish 
and game which was their con- 
stant diet he supplied them with 
appleseeds which he encouraged 
them to plant. 

Many times, finding an open 
glade in the forest, he would plant 
a quantity of the seeds and re- 
turn several years later for the 
young trees which had grown. 
These he would trade to the set- 
tlers for such simple living needs 
as he had. 

Johnny Appleseed, as he had 
by that time become known, was 
clothed some times in an old cof- 
fee sack, his sole outer garment. 
On one journey, a pan worn on 
his head served both as a hat and 
a cooking utensil. 

Because the Indians considered 

him somewhat mad, they never 
molested him even during the 
times they were at war with the 
settlers. For that reason he could 
go freely. 
Wherever he stopped to deliver 
his seeds, and perhaps to enjoy 
such hospitality as was offered 
him, he always read some pas- 
sages from the Bible to his hosts 
whether they were white or In- 
dian. 

As the Ohio country became 
more populated, he moved further 
west with his seeds and his Bible. 
His death occurred in a settler’s 
cabin at what is now Fort Wayne, 
Indiana. He had reached the age 
of 71 years. 

A fatal attack of pneumonia 
took him to his Maker about 
Whom he is said to have stated, 
“God and I have always been 
good friends.” 

Johnny Appleseed’s living me- 
morial are the apple orchards 
which flourish in 100,000 square 
miles of the mid-Central states. 


The Indiana Territorial Centen- 
nial stamp to be issued at Vincen- 
nes, Ind. on July 4 will not be the 
first first day of issue that this 
city has had. 

It also was the inaugural city 
for the George Rogers Clark 
stamp released on February 25, 
1929, and which is one of the most 
attractive commems ever produc- 
ed by the United States. It was 
a bi-color with a carmine frame 
and a black vignette. 

It marked the victory’ of George 
Rogers Clark over the British at 
Fort Sackville (now Vincennes), 
Before being used for the 
stamp design, the picture was 
first used for the front cover of 
the October 1923 Youth’ Compan- 
ion. It had been adapted from a 
painting by Frederick C. Yohn, 
which painting is now the pro- 
perty of the Indiana Historical 
Society. 

The victory which the stamp 
commemorates was instrumental 
in getting the western boundary 
of the United States set at the 
Mississippi River instead of the 
Ohio River, at the Treaty of Paris.

Russian Stamps 
Honor Boy Hero 


A recent commemorative set of 
Russia honors a boy who was 
twelve years old at the time of 
his death, and who is considered 
by the Communists as pretty 
much of a hero. 

The boy, Pavlik Morozov, was 
an informer for the secret police 
in desolate Siberia. During the 
time the Soviet Government was 
introducing collectivism in the 
farming areas of Siberia, it was 
opposed by an organized “under- 
ground” opposition group made 
up of the wealthy farmers of the 
district. This was in the early 
1930’s. 

This boy hero turned in the 
names of his own parents as well 
as some of the other leaders of 
the underground to the secret po- 
lice, who, of course, took the “ne- 
cessary precautions.” 

It was not too long before the 
underground discovered who the 
informer was, and killed him at 
once. 

Russia thought so much of the 
youngster’s heroism that it erect- 
ed monuments to him in various 
parts of Russia, probably as an 
inspiration to other children to 
perform likewise. 

The monument at Moscow is 
shown on the two stamps of the 
set, a 40k gray and red and a 1R 
grayish green and red.

With more than a million visi- 
tors from all sections of the coun- 
try expected to witness the al- 
most countless spectacles which 
will comprise the great Boston 
Jubilee May 18-22 observance, 
plans for the participation by the 
Boston Post Office have been an- 
nounced by Postmaster Francis 
A. Crowley. 

Since the postoffice has a stake 
in the development of Boston and 
history of the postal service in 
this country is built around the 
city of Boston, it is fitting that it 
should participate in The Boston 
Jubilee. 

Nine of the 25 canceling ma- 
chines at the South Postal Annex 
in Boston will carry the slogan 
“Welcome To The Boston Jubilee, 
May 18 to 22.” It is expected that 
covers for postmarks on one or 
thousands of collectors will send 
more of these machines carrying 
the Jubilee slogan. The slogan 
will be utilized on machines num- 
bered 1 to 9, inclusive. 

It is anticipated that these dies 
will be. received at the Boston 
Post Office momentarily and will 
be in continuous use from the 
time of their arrival until the 
concluding day of the Jubilee. 

Collectors submitting covers 
should specify the date desired 
for postmark and if more than 
one cover is sent the desired ma- 
chine number should be listed.

Armed Forces Day 
Cachet Offered 


A colored cachet for the first 
Armed Forces Day, May 20, 1950, 
will be offered to philatelists and 
souvenir hunters by the Oakland 
Naval Supply Center in coltabora- 
tion with tne Oakland Army Base. 

The cachet, officially approved 
by the United States Army, Navy 
and Air Force, will bear the draw- 
ing of one central allegorical fe- 
male figure personifying “Colum- 
bia,” poised grasping an unsheath- 
ed sword pointing earthward, and 
shield (Defense for Freedom), in | 
a composite picture which also in- | 
cludes a separate, additional sym- 
bolization for each of the Armed 
Services. 

Appearing as an official slogan 
cancellation of the U. S. Post Of- 
fice Department, are the words 
“Armed Forces Day - Third Satur- 
day in May.” In addition, the 
words ‘May 20, 1950” will appear 
within the Post Office Depart- 
ment circular postmark. 

All persons interested in ob- 
taining the cachet should send 
self-addressed, 634” envelopes 
with enough postage affixed to 
cover the cost of first class rate 
(3c surface, and 6c air mail). The 
envelopes should be fitted with 
light, cardboard fillers enclosed. 

It is important that a blank 
space 3%” long by 312” high be 
reserved on the left side of each 
envelope to accommodate the of- 
ficial Armed Forces Day cachet, 
which will be applied by special 
processing through a letter press. 

The prepared covers should be 
sent to the Mail Room, Building 
No. 520, Naval Supply Center, 
Oakland, California, with the 
words “Armed Forces Day cachet” 
written in the lower left-hand 
corner on the outer wrapper. Un- 
der no circumstances will money, 
checks and-or Postal Money Or- 
ders be accepted, stamps sold or 
affixed to senders envelopes. En- 
velopes not prepared as indicated 
above will be returned to the 
sender without cachet or cancel- 


lation. 
In order to have the colored 
cachet applied, all envelopes! 


should be received at the Oakland 
Naval Supply Center on or be- 
fore May 12th. Envelopes re- 
ceived after May 12th and prior to 
May 20th will be hand stamped 
with a rubber cachet.
